Are Helpless. 


TRAGEDY OF SHOPPING 


Woman Who Gave Food to 
Ethel Schmitz Mourns 
‘With Parents. 


For two days and nights Ethel 
Schmitz a tiny girl of three and one- 
half years gasped and struggled to 
breathe while surgeons strove vainly 
to remove half a peanut kerne!] iodged 


in her windpipe. 

She died at St. Anthony’s Hospital 
Thursday night more than 48 hours 
after the small substance had been ir- 
haled into the bronchial tube. 

With the parents Frank A. Schmitz 
and his wife of 3910 Virginia avenue, 
Mrs. Emma Hudson is an equally dis- 
tressed mourner. She gave ithe child 
the peanut, and although the child's 
mother was near at the time, and 
though the child was allowed to eat 


| peanuts, she is unconsolable ever . the 


tragedy. 
Chiig Asked for More. 

A coroner’s verdict, returned yes- 
terday, stated that the child died of 
strangulation. 

Little Ethel, who was small for 
her age, accompanied her mother and 
Mrs. Hudson downtown shopping last 
Tuesday. Mrs. Hudson said yester- 
da} that the child begged her to buy 
peanuts and ate several. Mrs. Hud- 
son then put the bag away and Ethel 
asked for more. 

“If you don’t give me some,” she 
says the child told her, “I'll have my 
mamma buy me some.” . 

To pacify the child, Mrs. Hudson 
gave her one peanut. In biting one 
of the kernels in two, Ethel inhaled 
one of the halves, and began chok- 
ing. The women slapped her back 
to relieve 
her. 

Medicine Failed to Relieve,

awoke to thé horrible consciousness that 
he was accused of a crime. 

He could not remember that he had 
done anything wrong and in his changed 
condition of rhind the idea was repug- 
nant to him. At first he refused to be- 
lieve the doctors who told him that he 
had been held . prisoner on the charge 
that he had obtained money by fraud. 

Yesterday he was discharged from the 
hospital cured not only. ef his physical 
malady but of the strange impulse 
which caused his brain to move him to 
the commission of crime. 

Obtained Money by Fraud. 

H. L. Ermatinger, a hatter at 210 
North Ninth street, caused Little’s 
airest July 17 last, alleging ' that Lit- 
tle obtained money from him on the 
false statenfent that he was a Mason. 

After ming ill in his cell at 
police quarters, Little was taken 
to the City Dispensary, where phy- 
stcilans said he was suffering from 
epilepsy. 

At the city hospital Dr. Vilray 
Blair, one of the staff of visiting phy- 
Sicians, discovered the true nature of 
the ailment. 

Dr. Blair put Little under the influ- 
ence of an anesthetic and cut through 
rortions of the temporal and parietal 
bones of the skull. Lifting the bones 
like trap-doors, the surgeon looked 
into Little’s brain. * 

Brain Pressure Is Found. 

There he found a cyst, or an ac- 
cumulation of liquids in the form of 
& round tumor. This cyst was press- 
ing on the brain in such a way that 
it impaired Little’s sense of right 
and wrong and also his memory. 

With delicate surgical] instruments, Dr. 
Blair removed the cyst. Closing the 
flaps of the skull, he sewed them to- 
gether with silver thread. 

Next the surgeon notified Circuit At: 
torney Jones of his discovery of the 
reason for Little’s moral lapse.. On Dr, 
Blair's. statement, Ermatinger refused 
to prosecute Little.

In It She Discovers a Deed 
Signed by President 
Adams. 


IT IS DATED 1826 


Another Is Signed by An- 
drew Jackson and Dated 
Feb. 3, 1831. 


Deeds for land which John Quincy 
Adams and Andrew Jackson, as succes- 
sive presidents of the United States, 
transferred to one of her forbears, and 
which had laid hidden in the secret 
drawer of an old chest for half a cen- 
tury, have just been restored te Mrs. 
Martha Hines, #67 Berlin avenue, 
through a strange set of circumstances. 

The chest had been the property since 
the Civil War of a negro, Silas Hines, 
who lives near Bowling Green, Ky. 
The negro had been the personal serv- 
ant of Capt. Ed L. Hines, father of 
Warner Hines of St. Louis, and grand- 
son of James Hines, the original owner 
of the chest. 

The negro recently restored the chest 
te Mrs. Hines, but it was her niece, An- 
nie Fore Hines, 12 years old, who dis- 
covered the secret drawer. Annie Fore 
Hines is the great great-granddaughter 
of James Hines, the man who put the 
parchments with the signatures of John 
Quincy Adams and Andrew Jackson, to- 
gether with other ol4 memoranda in 
the secret drawer. 

Not long ago Mrs. Martha Hines de- 
cided to return to her and her hus- 
band’s old home at Bowling Green, Ky., 
to collect antique furniture which had- 
formerly been the property of their fam- 
ilies. At Bowling Green she visited her 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Scott Hines, and con- 
fided to her the nature of her quest. 

“Just the thing.” said Mre. Scott 
Hines, “‘we will hunt together. I have 
long heard of a cabinet or something 
of the sort with a lost secret drawer. 
Maybe we will find it.” | 

Together the two women went to the 
cabin of Silas Hines, the old slave, 
across the hills from Bowling Green. 
They found the negro’s place stocked 
with the old furniture that they were 
seeking. With some of it he was willing 
to part, but the rest he said he wanted 
to keep til] he died. The chest tn ques- 
tion was one of the pleces which he 
was willing to give up. Mrs. Martha 
Hines took it. 

Leoked for Secret Drawer. 

The two women examined it thorough- 
ly for the possible secret drawer. They 
found none and sent it to a cabinet 
maker. Neither did the eabinet maker 
find the secret drawer, but when he re- 
turned the chest refinished, it excited 
the curiosity of little Annie Fore Hines, 
daughter of Mrs, Scott Hines. The gir! 
noticed that there was but one visible 
drawer in the chest and she wondered 
if it wae still solid after so many years. 
She began tugging at the outer panel of 
the visible drawer. The panel slipped 
out and there wae révealed to the child 
the secret drawer. In it were two 
parchments and several small bundles 
of papers. 

' Picking up one of the parchments the 
child read: 

“To all to whom these presents shall 
come—Greeting.”’ 

Letting he: eye fail down to the bot- 
tom of the parchmeni the girl saw that 
the greeting was from John Quincy 
Adams, wh2d was President of the 
United States tn 1828. The other. parch- 
ment contained a similar greeting from 
Andrew Jac'’son, who was President of 
the United States at the date of the 
certificate, Feb. 3, 1881. 

The two parchments are United States 
certificates showing that one Samuel 
Cook, who was of the family of Mrs.” 
James Hines, hed purchased from the 
Government certain lands in Indiana. 
Samuel Cook was a close relative of 
Mra, James Hines. 

Ran Up a Big Bil. 

Tt is certain that Samuel Cook had a 
daughter, and from another paper that 
was discovered in the secret drawer it 
would appear that daughters were quite 
expensive incidents of a family even be- 
fore the art of millinery became so 
highly devesoped. Samuel Cook cher- 
ished and oreserved itn the secret draw- 
er one bill which he had receipted for 
his daughter. This bill was from L. An- 
nesley, who informs Samuel Cook that 
his daughter came to his merchandise 
emporium five times in four days and 
ran up a bill‘of $66.88, or an average of 
$13.37 a visit.

has never received a dividend. 

Cost Small, Capital Large. 

It has been testified, in hearings 
before Special Commissioner Joseph 
A. Wright, that the Great Western 
mines were purchased for $1600 and 
capitalized under the laws of Ari- 
zona for $10,000,000: that the After- 
thought mine cost $130,000 and was 
capitalized for $8,000,000; that $1,- 
260,000 in stock was sold; and that 
the Afterthought inherited $92,000 
in debts from the Great Western. 

The story of the formation of the 
Afterthought concern and of the ousting 
of Great Western stockholters from 
the control of their properties is re- 
vealed in circular letters sent to che 
stockholders by Henderson and other 
officials of the company. 

The Great Western mines were closed 
at the end of 1907, and wers ‘not re- 
opened untill last summer, wh » . ae- 
cording te a report of the directors, “a 
force was put at work as large as our 
treasury would permit,” Henderson 
told &. T. G. Smith, Grafing’s attor- 
ney, that the ‘“foree’ consisted ef 12 
men, 

In 1907, despite the sale or mere than 
$1,000,000 of stock, the Great Western 
was heavily in debt. By means of 
weekly letters to steckholders $125,090 
was raised by an assessment of one and 
one-half cents a share on Great West- 
ern stock. An additional $80,000 was 
raised to build the Redding, After- 
thought & Northwestern Raliroad, from 
Ingot, Cal., where the mines are, to 
Bella Vista, a distance of 18 miles. Ao- 
cording to Smith, not a foet of the 
railroad ever has been constructed. 
Only Asset a Charter, 

Among the properties of the Great 
Western Co. was the Afterthought cop- 
per mine, for which, it hag beGp testi- 
fied, $130,000 was paid, after the post- 
office department had warned the pro- 
moters that they had teo much capital 
and too little assets, A corporation 
was formed in 1908, which wae named 
the Afterthought Copper Ce., after the 
mine. The Afterthought company, ac- 
cording to Srm‘th, had no assete except 
a charter under the Arizona lawa. 

Instead of asing the $125,000 raised 
from ‘he stockholders for reorgania:ng 
the Great Western, the prometers, 
Henderson testified, employed it to ex- 
tricate the Bank of Shasta County, in 
California, from ite difftenities with 
che bank examiners. The bank, which 
bad a capital oi only $100,000, had loaned 
$121,000 to the Great Western, and the 
bank examiners, according te Hender- 
son, had becom? fnterested, 

The Great Western officials attempted 
to float a bond iseue of $350,000 on their 
properties, but failed to obtain a pur- 
chaser.

Mrs. Ella M. Pickel, to whom Judge 
Williams yesterday ‘awarded $80 a 
month alimony pending the trial of her 
maintenance suit against her husband, 
Frederick J. Pickel, tc a “Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night that all the 
drinking shé ever’ did was taught—o 
her by her hushand, as she Was a total 
abstainer before her marriage. 

She also said that she was a poor 
poker player and Knew it, and that 
she nevef lost more than 10 or 15 cents 
at the national game.’ In a divorce pe- 
tition, filed by Pickel after his wits 
brought ‘the maintenance suit, he 
charged that she lost large sums of 
money at poker. She holds that her 
admission that she lacks skill is proof 
that she is a tyro, as she finds poor 
poker players, evén after they have 
served long apprenticeship at the game, 
will not admit they are not experts. 
She asserts that Pickel was her in- 
structor in poker. 

“Before I was married,’ said Mrs. 
Pickel, “I was a total abstainer. My 
husband tavght me to drink, insisting 
whenever we went to social functions, 
that I indulge in intoxtcants, I did 
not like Nquor and only drank to 
please him. My limit was two glasses 
of wine, never drinking more. At 
no time did I becomé intoxicated, not 
even in the sHghtest degree.” 

Drank One Glass of Velvet. 

The allegation of Pickel that his wife 
Was particularly fond of a drink called 
velvet is based, Mrs. Pickel said, on 
an incident that o¢ourred at a New 
Year’s eve supper at the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club, two years ago. She said there 
were 16 persons at the supper, includ- 
ing her husband, and that among the 
drinks served was one called velvet, a 
mixture, she said, of champagne and 
porter. é 

“I don’t know who ordered it,” sh 
said, Put each person drank one glass. 
It did not cause me to become hilarious 
and knock hats off the heads of men 
in the party, as my husband says.”’ 


No Bookcasé or Piano. 

In regard to her alleged extravagance, 
Mrs. Pickel replied that she denied her- 
self many things in order to keep town 
his idea of extravagance. “I was s0 
careful about it,’’ she said, ‘‘that 
would. not even ask Mr. Pickel to pro- 
vide our home with a china closet. 
pookcase nor piano. Without a book- 
case it wae a difficult matter for me to 
properly keep my books. Whenever we 
entertained, I had to send out for a 
graphophone- to furnish music. Wha 
do you think of a millionaire’s son who 
would not provide his home with such 
things?’’ 

The Pickels were married at 
Springfield, Ill., Sept. 14, 1904, by a 
county judge and afterward went 
through a second ceremony in Chi- 
cago with a priest officiating, both 
being Catholics. Their home was at 
$929 Delmar boulevard. They sepa- 
rated June 22, 1910, Mrs. Pickel re- 
turning to the home of her parents in 
Chicago. She salq that three weeks 
after the marriage her husband be- 
gan mistreating her. In her petition 
she alleges that he drank, stayed out 
late ang shot craps on the dining 
room table with men friends at tn- 
seemly hours, keeping her and their 
5-year-olq son awake. 

Asked for $100 a Month, 

Mrs. Pickel came to St. Louis to 
prosecute her motion for alimony and 
is staying with friends on Waterman 
avenue. At the hearing yesterday 
she testified that both she and the 
boy need winter clothing. She said 
it woula4 take about $100 a month to 
maintéin her. 

Pickél. testified that he thought big 
wife could get along with $3. a month. 
He sald his salary with the Picke!l 
Marble & Granite Co. and as secre- 
tary of the Pickel Realty Co. totals 
only $120 a month. Most of his securi- 
ties, he said, including 7 shares of 
stock in the marble company, had been 
transferred by him to his father, Wil- 
liam Pickel, since he and his wife sep- 
arated. He exhibited a dry goods bill 
aggregating $40 he sala Mrs, Pickel 
had incurred in the last four or five 
months, 

Mrs, Pickel is 22 years old and her 
husband is 2.

5.—The great American 
novel has been discovered at last by 
Ferrero, the Italian historian. Unfor- 
tunately for the pride of the United 
States, the author is not a Yankee, but 


a Brazilian, Joseph Greca Aranha, who 
belongs to a noble family and Is pos- 
sessed of wealth. For several years he 
has been in the Brazilian diplomatic 
service. He served with Ambassador 
Nabucco when the arbitration case with 
England over the boundaries of Guiana 
was argued before the King of Italy. 
He is Charge d’Affaires for the Bra- 
zilian Government at Christiana. 

The novel which Ferrero says is the 
greatest written on American subjects 
is called ‘“‘Chanaan.” It treats pro nd- 
ly the problem of thefamalgamation of 
races caused by European immigration 
to South America—a theme which 


might inspire somebody in the Northern 


Hemisphere. The time is the present. 

The work has just been translated 
into French and Ferrero urges every- 
body to read it, declaring it to be re- 
markab'e for beauty of style, profound 
philosophy and fascinating psychology. 

“In Argentina, as in Brazil or in. the 
United States,” says Ferrero, “that 
which is called Americanism—the rapid 
exploitation of vast tracts of land thin- 
ly settled with people—develops only by 
destroying the traditions of the older 
society everywhere. -There is old Amer- 
ica fighting -with new America and, 
strangely enough, those who fight for 
the new America against the older and 
more conservative traditions are the 
emigrants who go from the old world.

After raining for two days, waking 
a slippery field, the sun came out to 
witness this, one of the’ greatest sur- 
prises of the season fn the football 
world, here today. 

It wag a recognized fact that the 
Yale team was wedker than usual 
this fall and still weaker in today’s 
contest because of the absence of Kil- 
patrick, the star end; but even so, no 
one expected Yale would be beaten, 
to say nothing of being beaten so 
overwhelmingly. 

A large crowd was on hand as the 
Yale-Brown game at New Haven is 
the big game-of the season excepting 
the championship games. The Prov!i- 
dence men brought quite a crowd of 
loyal supporters with them who went 
wild over the victory of their team. 

Yale was licked fairly, and yet 
there were many things that hap- 
pened which were to her credit. Her 
defense from tackle to tackle was 
superb. Brown failed time and again 
to gain the distance in line plays. 
Yale's ends, however, were far from 
first-class, many short gains were 
made around them and in addition 
they were slow in covering Howe's 
kicks. 

Second Defense Fails. 

But it was not because of the weak- 
ness of the ends that Yale lost, it 
was because of the weak secondary 
defense. The Yale back field men

Willing to Be Taxed 5 Cents on 
the $100 for Good Roads , 
Throughout Missouri. 





Wide interest is taken in automo- 


bile circles in the passage of the third 


constitutional amendment which is to 
be voted on at the election Tuasday, in 
evéry voting place tn Missouri. This 
amendment pérmits the levy of an ad- 
ditional tax of 5 cents per $100, all 
money thus raised to be apportioned 
* the several counties in the State, 
in whatever manner devised later, for 
road improvement. 

It is felt by automobile manufac- 
turers and dealers that their advocacy 
of this amendment is not altogether 
to be construed as selfish. The same 
attitude is taken by practically all of 
the 12,000 owners of automobiles~in 
the State. They feel that Missouri 
has the worst roads to be found in 
any of the states in the tier in the 
Middle West. 

Not only are automobiles prevented 
from traveling over the roads of this 
State in all but good weather and ih 
the spring, summer and fall only, but 
the farmers of the State are as ef- 
fectually tied up at home for at least 
three months of the year, in the win- 
ter, as if they were surrounded by 
water instead of seas of mud. 

Men who have given their lives to the 
study of the good roads problem say 
that the cost of production of all farm 
products would be immensely Teduced 
without lowering the income of the 
farmers, if the roads. were such as to 
permit of their use by the farmers at 
all times. Good roads, permitting easy 
travel between farms and general 
‘“néighboriiness”’ is looked upon as the 
desideratum which will solve the prob- 
lem of keeping the young men and wom- 
en on the farm and away from the con- 
gested cities. 

From the standpoint of the owner of 
the automobile, good roads in Missouri 
will open up to the motorist parts of 
the’ State which ave never seen a 
motor: car. It is a fact that there are 
hundreds of small towns in this State 
through which an automobile has never 
passed, because there are roads lead- 
ing to it over which a farm wagon can- 
not go. 

The improvement of roads would mean 
much touring by motorists in the reg- 
ular season who will spend their mon- 
ey with hotels and merchants over the 
State and it means that hundreds of 
salesmen will adopt the motor car for 
their work in lieu of ithe less con- 
venient train service. 

A general movement is going on 
among motorists in St. Louis, Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and Springfield to in- 
duce a big vote of ‘‘Yes” for Amend- 
ment No. 3. 


FORD TO BUILD 30,000 CARS 


A striking announcement is made that 
the price of Ford cars has been re- 
duced, the Model T roadster to 3680, 
full? equipped, and the Model T 4-pas- 
senger touring car to $780, fully 
equipped. 

The Ford Motor Co. of Detroit also 
announces that its output for 1911 will 
be 30,000 cars. The immensity of this 
output is justification for the reduc- 
tion in prices. It will take 4000 men all 
the year to accomplish this. It means 
a daily output of finished automobiles 
numbering 2%. 

The magnitude of the plans for 1911 
is indicative of the healthy future 
which the motor car industry faces in 
the coming year. 

The Ford year of 1910 ended with 
September and showed a production of 
20,000 cars, an increase of 100 per 
cent over the business of 1909. The 
value of the year’s business totals $1),- 
000,000. This is more than the paint, 
pill, stove and freight car industries of 
Detroit would have amounted to in 
1900. This business was conducted 
through 6000 salesmen, the largest auto- 
mobile sales force in the world, 

The new Highland Park plant of this 
company will turn out 2%gcars in one 
day.

Constables will be elected next 
Tuesday.in each of the nine Justice 
of the Peace districts of St. Louis 
The constables bear the same relation 
to the Justice of the Peace courts 
that the Sheriff and his deputies do 
to the Circuit Courts. 

These minor offices are of vast im- 
portance to the people, for the jus- 
tice courts often have been called, the 
“poor man’s court.” All litigation 
involving amounts of less than $506 
must originate in the justice courts. 

As much care should be used in the 
election of constables as in the more 
important offices. It has been 
charged that some constables have 
abused their power in various ways. 
The constables usually have ‘been 
ward politicians. 

The Municipal Courts bill, which 
will be reintroduced in the next Leg- 
islature, will seek to place the con- 
stebles’ offices on a higher plane.

While Ship Breaks Up Under 
His Feet, Officer Makes 
Entries in Book. 


SAILORS RESCUE CATS 


Steamer With Cargo Worth 
a Million Lies on Coral 
Reef, a Total Loss. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—With the scars 
of their wounds barely healed over and 
their clothing sea stained and in rags, 
Capt. Peter Johnson of the steamship 
Crown Prince and & of his'crew came 
into New York today on the HEsper- 
angza from Havana. 

The battered remnants of the Crown 
Prince are on Coral Beach at the south- | 
western end of Cuba, where Fireman 


lose his life when the great hurricane 
of ‘last week blew the ship ashore, Is; 
buried in an unmarked grave. 

The following story of the shipwreck 
is taken from the log kept by the first 
officer, R. E. Wilson, and is just as he 
scrawled it down in a notebook which 
was little more than-a crumpled wad of 
paper by the time he made the last 
entries: 

“Oct. 18—We passed Little Cayman Is- 
land with the wind starting out of the 
southwest, blowing briskiy. 

“Oct. 14—Wind shifted to the south- 
west, increasing. Decks swept by seas; 
forward gear carried away. 

“Oct. 15—Heavy southwest gale. At 
noon passed three-masted schooner, 
derelict, waterlogged; wind continued 
blowing stronger. 

“Oct. 164 a. m., ship enveloped in 


driving spray from hurricane sea. Giant | 


swell raging. Towdrd evening wind 


worse. Could not hear or speak. 


Strikes on Coral Reef. 

‘9:30, ship struck stern first on 6oral 
reef. Heavy thuds followed by grind- 
ing and ‘tearing sounds. Ship swung 
around stern to sea and drove forward 
with each mountainous wave. Shortly 
after vesee] struck, just as the engi- 
neering force got clear of engine room, 
with a noise Iike a great gun the after- 
end broke across at the engine room 
bulkhead. 

‘“Becond and third engineers and 
two apprentices made for the life- 
Losts over the engine room. One 
boat was dashed to bits on the davits. 
Third Engineer R. J. Godfrey washed 
aft to main rigging. ‘Though injured 
seriously, was able to crawl] along 
derrick boom to comparative safety 
on the top of the engine room. He 
was not a moment too soon. As he 
gained the top the after part of the 
ship broke acroas at his feet into a 
dashing’ chasm, through which the’ 
seas raced. Ironwork twisted like 
paper. 

“Captain Johnson and three offi- 
cers were on bridge when ship struck. 
The rest of the crew worked’ their 
way to the lower bridge and there, 
under shelter of the iron wheel house, 
hung on for dear life, washed by éach 
succeeding wave. They were joined 
later by others of the crew from the 
engine room force, who reported that 
Fingineer Godfrey was helpless and 
ia great danger. They themselves 
were exhausted from exposure.
